THE SHOWS GO ON 


Council pledges funding for Playhouse and paddling pools - but tax bills will rise 


THE future of the Playhouse the¬ 
atre has been secured until 2015 
as Harlow Council prepares to 
increase its demand on the town’s 
taxpayers for the first time in four 
years. 

Householders will be hit with a 1.5 
per cent hike in the Labour-run council’s 
share of the bill at it attempts to protect 
the services residents value the most. 

The increase is equivalent to an extra 
6p a week for a Band C property. 

The budget proposals unveiled yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday) aim to plug a 
£ 1.75m funding gap and ensure a mini¬ 
mal impact on services. 

Among the key pledges are direct 
funding for the Playhouse for three 
years and extra cash for the town’s pad¬ 
dling pools and Harlow Youth Council.

Savings will be made by improving 
contract prices, re-structuring services 
including the council’s senior manage¬ 
ment, reviewing cost-sharing between 
the Housing Revenue Account and 
General Fund, and better use of the New 
Home Bonus. 

Council leader Mark Wilkinson told 
the Star: “In putting together this budg¬ 
et, this administration had to make 
tough choices. Government spending 
cuts compounded by rising costs, 
reduced income and rising demand for 
services mean that the council has had 
to budget to save a total of £1.7 5m in 
2013/14. 

“The administration has sought to 


protect services by focusing on priority 
activities and services whilst increasing 
efficiency. We have sought to minimise 
the impact on Harlow residents.” 

But Cllr Andrew Johnson, leader of 
the Conservative opposition, said he 
was disappointed the Labour adminis¬ 
tration had proposed an increase in their 
first year in charge. 

“I do think the rise is disappointing, 
especially when the Government is 
offering match funding to councils that 
don’t increase the tax by more than one 
per cent,” he said. “That extra 0.5 per 
cent means they have effectively turned 
that help away.” 

“My concern is that it’s back to the 
old days when residents faced year-on- 
year increases.” 

Cllr Wilkinson said the decision to 


raise the council tax had been taken 
reluctantly but would protect those serv¬ 
ices that are important to local people. 

“The proposed increase is very small 
at just 1.5 per cent, which is an extra 6p 
a week for the average council taxpayer 
in Harlow. We believe it is the right 
thing to do as it will protect residents 
from steep council tax increases in 
future.” 

Harlow Council keeps just over £16 
of every £100 collected as part of an 
overall tax bill that includes contribu¬ 
tions to Essex County Council, the 
police and fire service. 

Cllr Mike Danvers, portfolio holder 
for resources, said: “By working 
extremely hard to look at every area of 
the council’s budget, making savings at 
the Civic Centre and looking at how 


things can be done differently, we have 
managed to protect as many of the serv¬ 
ices as possible that are important to 
local people. 

“We are also very aware that the gov¬ 
ernment’s ongoing significant cuts in 
the funding of the council mean that dif¬ 
ficult decisions will have to be taken in 
the coming years.” 

The budget will be scrutinised by the 
cabinet next Thursday before going to 
full council for ratification on February 
7. 

# ESSEX County Council plans to 
freeze its share of council tax for a third 
successive year. 

The cap was agreed by the authority's 
cabinet on Tuesday and will be consid¬ 
ered by councillors at a budget meeting 
next month.

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Memorial fund for fire victims tops £11,500 


Crane operator overslept on the 
morning it was hit by helicopter 


A COUPLE who set up a memori¬ 
al fund to the victims of the Barn 
Mead fire have smashed their 
£10,000 fundraising target after 
just two months. 

Neil and Donna Betteridge, of 
Abbotsweld, Harlow, have been 
inundated with pledges from busi¬ 
nesses, schools and individuals, 
since the appeal was launched at 
the end of November. 

The money - which now stands 
at £11,500 - will be used to pay 
for a permanent memorial to Dr 
Sabah Usmani and her five chil¬ 
dren - Sohaib (12), Hira (11), 
Muneeb (9), Rayyan (6) and 
Maheen (3) - who lost their lives 


in the fatal house fire in October. 

Playground equipment plus 
five friendship benches bearing 
inscriptions are expected to be 
installed at Abbotsweld Primary 
School, where three of the young¬ 
sters were pupils. A canopy in 
memory of their mum will be 
erected over the seats. 

It is hoped the project, which is 
being carried out by playground 
specialist Fawns, will begin in 
April. Volunteers from the com¬ 
munity will also be lending a 
helping hand. 

Local firms which have contri¬ 
bution to the fund include Pitney 
Bowes, which donated £5,000, 


and ABC Cars, which raised 
£1,000 after drivers donated an 
hour’s takings. 

Schools including Jerounds and 
Church Langley Primary have 
held collections, as have the Ross 
GP practice, Ripped Gym, Jad’s 
convenience store and Fine off- 
licence. There have also been 
donations from the Harlow Lions 
Club and members of the public. 

Raffle prizes donated by Tesco, 
Joy’s Flowers, Demo’s Cakes, Sew 
and Sews, Wendy Woos and 
Dainty Digits helped raise £2,000, 
while three local dustmen raised 
£150 through a sponsored walk. 

Asda in the Water Gardens 


allowed 15 schoolchildren to pack 
shopping, with donations totalling 
more than £300. 

Donna said: “As a small com¬ 
munity we have pulled together to 
make sure this family will always 
be remembered. 

“I shed many tears with the 
realisation that all of the Shakoor 
family will be remembered for 
many years to come. I hope when 
Dr Shakoor returns to Harlow he 
finds some comfort in this.” 

On Tuesday a film crew from 
BBC’s Crimewatch programme 
was at the Shakoor home to record 
a new police appeal for informa¬ 
tion. 


A CRANE operator from 
Harlow who was late for work 
was left counting his blessings 
when it was struck by a 
helicopter which crashed to the 
ground, killing the pilot and a 
pedestrian. 

Father-of-two Richard Moule 
(31) would usually have been in 
the cabin of the high-rise crane 
at the tower block under 
construction in central London 
last Wednesday. 

But instead he and colleague 
Nick Biagioni (30), from Ongar, 
were waiting to go up when the 


helicopter clipped the structure 
in fog and spiralled out of 
control. 

Mr Moule told reporters: “It was 
the first time I’ve been late since 
starting this job three years ago. 

I just woke up late; call it divine 
intervention if you like. 

“I went in on my motorcycle 
and got there about 7.45am. I 
was in the basement ready to go 
up when it happened. 

“I didn’t hear an explosion. The 
first I knew was when an alarm 
went off and people were being 
evacuated.” 


Could this woman in 
CCIV film hold key to 
finding missing Ed?

POLICE seaching for a man who has been 
missing since leaving a works Christmas 
party have this week revealed details of a 
potential new lead in their investigation. 

Ed Gillespie (38) was last seen in the early 
hours of Saturday, December 22 leaving the party 
at Henderson’s Bar and Grill at Roy don Marina 
Village. 

He was reported missing by his family when he 
failed to return to his home in Luton later that day. 

Police found his car at a hotel in Roydon where 
he was supposed to have been staying overnight. A 
few days later his glasses were 
recovered close to the marina, 
but there has been nothing fur¬ 
ther to indicate where he may be. 

This week they released a 
grainy CCTV image of a woman 
they believe may be a vital wit¬ 
ness. 

Police officers have spoken to 
more than 100 people who were 
at the marina on the night Ed dis¬ 
appeared but they have not been 
able to trace the woman in the 
CCTV footage. 

She is described as white with 
collar-length brown hair and was 
wearing a distinctive three-quar¬ 
ter-length coat, knee-high boots 
and a satchel-style handbag over 
her shoulder. 

Superintendent Luke Collison 
told reporters on Tuesday: “Ed 



has now been missing for a 
month and the more time that has 
passed without any contact the 
more concerned we have become 
for his welfare. 

“Despite an intensive search 
of the marina and the surround¬ 
ing area we still have no hard evi¬ 
dence to indicate what has hap¬ 
pened to him and, in the absence 
of that, we continue to keep an 
open mind." 

Referring to the woman in the 
CCTV image, he said: “It is 
believed she would have seen Ed 
as she walked through the marina 
in the early hours of Saturday. We 
hope she can provide us with 
some useful information as we 
continue our search and we 
would very much like for her to 
make contact with us.”

“From the images, we believe 
she passed Ed as he left 
Henderson’s bar in the direction 
of the marina at about 12.45am. 
I’d appeal for her to come for¬ 
ward as I do believe she might 
have some useful information.” 

Chris Bartlett, a friend of Ed, 
said: “It’s not terribly clear but 
the lady or someone who knows 
who she is might have seen 
something. 

“I think it’s a case of finding 
Ed one way or another so at least 
there’s a sense of closure for his 
family. We just want one new 
piece of information to help us.” 

Police are continuing to carry 
out searches at Roydon Marina 
and have carried out checks of 
boats, homes and other buildings 
at the site.

A YOUNG father who died in 
hospital after being struck by a 
lorry on the outskirts of Harlow 
died as a result of an accident, an 
inquest has ruled. 

Mitchell Brace (23) suffered a 
traumatic brain injury in the acci¬ 
dent on the A414 at Eastwick in 
June last year. He passed away at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge 10 days later. 

An inquest held in Hatfield on 
Tuesday heard that Mr Brace, 
from Bishop’s Stortford, had been 
out with friends in Harlow on the 
night of the accident. 


Paramedic Emma Jackson said 
she came across a young male 
walking in the middle of the road 
near to Sainsbury’s as she made 
her way to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital shortly after 3am. 

Less than an hour later she was 
called to the A414 following 
reports that a pedestrian had been 
in collision with a lorry near to the 
turn off for Eastwick. “I recog¬ 
nised him straight away,” she said. 

Lorry driver Peter Bodalik said 
he was on his way back to Harlow 
after making deliveries for Tesco 
when the accident happened 


shortly before 4am. He said he 
usually travelled along the Mil 
but, as it was shut, he took the 
A10 and A414 instead. 

He was travelling at about 
50mph in the left hand lane when 
he saw a man on the carriageway 
with his hands in the air. He said 
he braked and swerved to the right 
to try to avoid him but as he did so 
the man ran into the path of the 
lorry. 

Investigations carried out by 
police on the lorry confirmed 
there were no mechanical defaults 
and no discrepancies with the dri¬ 


ver’s tachograph. 

Mr Brace was taken to PAH 
before being transferred to 
Addenbrooke’s later that morning. 
He was unconscious with evi¬ 
dence of severe injuries, the most 
serious of which was to his head. 

Doctors tried to relieve the 
pressure on his brain but on June 
17 the pressure started to rise and 
it was felt there was nothing else 
they could do for him. He died 
two days later. 

Herts coroner Edward Thomas 
recorded a verdict of accidental 
death.

STAFF working at a pharmacy 
just a few hundreds yards from 
Princess Alexandra Hospital have 
started a petition demanding 
repairs to a “dangerous” footpath 
outside their shop. 

Zakir Hasan, co-manager at Har¬ 
low Pharmacy in Wych Elm, decided 
to take action after receiving several 
complaints from customers about the 
state of the walkway. 

He said several people had tripped 
and fallen on their way from the hos¬ 
pital to collect prescriptions - and as 
a result had ended up back in A&E. 

“We are just next door to the hos¬ 
pital so we’re very busy with cus¬ 
tomers coming in every 5-10 min¬ 
utes,” he said. “It’s incredibly dan¬ 
gerous at the moment as there is no 
proper pavement as such. 

“It’s usually very muddy or slip¬ 
pery, especially with the ice and 
snow we’ve had recently. We’ve even 
had a few accidents where customers 
have actually ended up in A&E.” 

Mr Hasan said that a lack of street 
lighting outside the pharmacy made 
it even more perilous for late-night 
customers. 

“Most people come straight to the 
pharmacy from the hospital and as 
we are open until 10pm and there are 
no proper lights it can be even more 
dangerous for those visiting us in the 
evening,” he said. 

“Many of our customers are frail 
or elderly but we also get a lot of par¬ 
ents with young children. It’s so 
important that the walkway is fixed 
and made safe as soon as possible.” 

More than 200 people have 
already signed the petition, which 
needs 300 signatures before it will be 
considered by Essex County 
Council. “That shows how fed up 
people are with the shocking state of 
this path,” said Mr Hasan 

A County Hall spokesman said: 
“As an Essex County Council adopt¬ 
ed footpath, a highways officer will 
conduct a site visit to determine what 
potential action needs to be taken. 

“We would like to remind resi¬ 
dents that they can report and track 
road defects such as potholes by 
using the online reporting tool on our

Bedroom tax is just 
punishing the poor 

SIR, I am writing to warn the 
people of Harlow about changes to 
their housing benefit that will have 
a massive impact on their quality 
of life from April this year. 

It is called the ‘bedroom tax’ and it 
is an attack on your right to create 
a long-term home for yourself and 
your children. 

If you think this doesn’t affect you, 
please bear in mind that last year 
93 per cent of new housing 
benefit claims were made by 
people in work. 

Under new rules starting in April, 
if you are in a low paid job, 
become ill or unemployed and have 
the audacity to remain in the home 
that you have invested in both 
financially and emotionally and in 
which you have one ‘spare’ 
bedroom, your weekly housing 
benefit will be cut by 14 per cent. 
Those with two ‘spare’ bedrooms 
will lose 25 per cent. 


Under the new size criteria, a family will 
be punished for under-occupation, even 
where every bedroom in the home is in 
regular use. For example, benefit will be 
cut where teenagers have been given 
their own bedroom rather than being 
forced to share, regardless of gender. 
Separated parents will be punished for 
keeping a ‘spare’ bedroom for when 
their children visit, foster parents will 
receive a cut even where their bedrooms 
are occupied by foster children because, 
for benefit purposes, they do not count 
as part of the household. Couples who 
sleep apart due to a medical condition 
and those with children over 10 are all 
under attack. 

With the closure of Harlow Welfare 
Rights & Advice service, unregulated 
private landlords charging the poorest in 
our communities excessive rents, rising 
prices, a growing reliance on food 
banks, pay freezes and job losses on a 
huge scale, how much more can the 
people of Harlow take? 

I urge Harlow residents to join the fight 
back by writing to MP Robert Halfon 
and Harlow Council. Tell them that you 
will not pay for a debt you did not create 
and that they must use the huge reserves 
they have access to rather than squeeze 
any more money out of you.

Labour should defend 
the working classes 

SIR, Frank Jackson objects to my 
description of those councillors 
responsible for the decision to sack the 
staff of the Harlow Advice Centre as 
shameless know-nothing careerists 
{Letters, January 10). 

Upon reflection, I concede that perhaps 
they are not shameless. If they were 
truly without shame then we might 
expect that they would be happy to write 
to the Star justifying their position, 
rather than relying on Mr Jackson to 
apologise on their behalf. 


In effect, he argues that it would be 
illegal for Harlow Council to maintain 
Harlow Welfare Rights & Advice. If it is 
indeed the case that the courts can 
frustrate the supposed wishes of Labour 
councillors, then there is no point in 
voting for the party that he defends. 

Mr Jackson’s New Labour heroes have 
decided in their beneficent wisdom that 
those on benefit who at present pay no 
council tax will be obliged to pay 24 per 
cent come April this year. Single people 
over 25 on Jobseekers Allowance will 
lose approximately six per cent of their 
disposable income. It is hard to imagine 
the poor of the town would be any worse 
off should the Conservatives re-take 
control of the local council. 

It is true that the Conservative-Liberal 
Democrat coalition government has cut 
the funding for council tax support, but 
it is not unknown for Labour councillors 
to actively defend the class from which 
their party takes its name. Reductions in 
benefits act to drive down wages and 
are, therefore, a threat to all workers. 
Poplar councillors went to prison in 
1921 for refusing to further impoverish 
the unemployed in the east end of 
London and succeeded in getting the 
law changed. Labour councillors in Clay 
Cross in the 1970s and in Liverpool and 
Lambeth in the 1980s also defied unjust 
government diktats. 

A cynic might suggest that it is more 
than a little convenient that Harlow 
Welfare Rights & Advice will no longer 
be on the scene in the spring as the 
poorest in the town fall into debt thanks 
to the vicious cut in their living 
standards imposed by Harlow Council’s 
Labour majority.

It's symptomatic of a 
much deeper malaise 

SIR, I agree with your correspondents 
who recognise that the closure of the 
Harlow Advice Centre is symptomatic 


of a far deeper political malaise in the 
town and, indeed, throughout the 
country. 

John Wildish looks forward to the next 
council elections in 2014, but the 
problem is who is going to replace all 
three political parties that have failed 
us? Moreover, as Frank Jackson’s letter 
reveals, councillors now have little 
power against central government and 
their own officers. 

What is more, we have sleep walked into 
a cabinet form of government in the 
town where power is concentrated in the 
hands of the leader and a small group of 
councillors, while most of the others are 
used as voting fodder at half a dozen 
council meetings. It is open to the worst 
form of political patronage - if you want 
to get on in politics, do as you are told. 
All political parties have failed, largely 
because they have been primarily been 
concerned with gaining power - 
something that proves to be somewhat 
elusive as well as corrupting. 

What is required is for political parties 
to become involved in political debate 
and political education, for there is 
nothing more dangerous for democracy 
than a politically illiterate electorate. It 
is in the interest of the establishment and 
those in power who benefit from the 
present situation - the rich and powerful 
- to maintain this state of affairs. 

They do this by encouraging us to use 
our precious time when we are not 
occupied in making money for them 
with useless activities that keep us 
entertained. 

In the past, ordinary people put 
enormous energy and took tremendous 
risks in order that there should be 
equality in voting so that the majority 
could defend themselves against those 
with power and wealth. Ordinary people 
spent time in political debate and offered 
alternatives to their way of government 
which were more radical and just than 
those we now accept. 

Sadly, nowadays we don’t even teach 
history let alone learn from it. We are 
guilty of wasting the opportunities for a 
fairer form of government that they 
created. 

Some years ago I suggested the setting 
up of non-party constitutional clubs 
where we could explore alternative 
representative democracies, challenge 
current political assumptions and 
encourage radical, political debate. 

There was no interest. Anyone interested 
now?

The sale of the Essex hub to the 
Manchester Airports Group, the 
country’s largest UK-owned 
airport operator, was confirmed on 
Friday. 

Tony Durcan, Harlow Council’s 
portfolio holder for regeneration 
and enterprise, said: “The town 
has a strong relationship with the 
airport and we will be looking to 
see how this can develop further in 
future for the benefit of the 
community. 

“There are things that we can 
clearly help each other with. The 
council supports the campaign for 
a quicker Stansted Express line as 
this will benefit Harlow residents. 
The new owners, I am sure, will 
also support the case for a new 
junction to the Ml 1, which would 
ease traffic congestion.” 

MAG currently operates 
Manchester, East Midlands and 
Bournemouth airports, serving a 
total of almost 24m passengers a 
year. 

Heathrow Airport Holdings 
(formerly BAA) finally agreed last 
August to sell Stansted following 
thrree years of wrangling with the 
Competition Commission which 
ordered it to do so. 

The deal is expected to be 
finalised by the end of next 
month.

PATIENTS in need of kidney dialysis 
could be treated in a new renal unit at 
Harlow’s Princess Alexandra Hospital 
as soon as this summer. 

The £1.5 million facility, which will be run 
by the East and North Hertfordshire NHS 
Trust on the Hamstel Road site, is being built 
by the health body’s partner Diaverum UK 
and will have 12 dialysis stations. 

Once up and running, it will be able to 
support the dialysis needs of around 70 
patients who currently have to travel to units 
at the Lister Hospital in Stevenage, 
Broomfield Hospital in Chelmsford and the 
Royal London Hospital in Whitechapel. 

Bridget Sanders, the trust’s general man¬ 
ager for renal medicine, said: “Reaching 
agreement with the Princess Alexandra 
Hospital NHS Trust to lease and make the 
changes needed for the dialysis unit we are 
creating in Harlow is great news. Diaverum 
is now working hard to make sure the new 
service is ready from early summer. 

“We know that people from Harlow and 
the surrounding areas are making daily trips 
to dialysis units in Chelmsford and London, 
so having a service on their door step will be 
great for them.”

The goal that 
won a place in 
FA Cup history

I T was on the greatest 
moments in the history of 
Harlow Town FC - the day 
the team of part-timers 
became FA Cup giantkillers 
by beating Gary Lineker’s 
Leicester City. 

The date was January 8, 1980. 

More than 9,000 spectators 
packed into the old Sportcentre 
ground off Hammarskjold Road 
to watch the third round replay 
after the two sides had fought out 
a 1-1 draw at the Second Division 
club’s Filbert Street stadium. 

It may have been a bitterly cold and \ 
wet evening, but with so many 
people crammed into the ground 
the crowd soon warmed up - 
especially at the prospect of an 
upset. 

And they weren’t to be i 

disappointed. A goal from 
striker John Mackenzie after 41 
minutes was enough to earn 
Hawks victory and a place in the 
record books.

One man with fond memories of the 
day is lifelong fan Andy Willis, of 
Bam Mead, who was an 11-year-old 
pupil at Stewards School at the time. 
“I can remember the ground being 
absolutely rammed,” he said. “I’ve 
never seen anything like it since. It 
was a bitterly cold and wet evening, 
but everyone was in good spirits and 
really up for the game. 

“I also follow the Arsenal who were 
playing Cardiff the same night, and I 
can remember thinking before I got 
to the ground that I probably could 
have convinced my dad to take me to 
Highbury instead. I’m glad I didn’t!” 
But it wasn't only the action on the 
pitch providing the entertainment that 
memorable night, as Andy recalled. 


“Apart from the grandstand and a 
small bit of concrete standing space 
either side, the rest was all grassed 
banks and it was like a mud-pit," he 
said. 

“In fact the song that used to go 
round at those games was ‘We’re the 
mudbank, We’re the mud bank, We’re 
the mudbank Harlow Town! ’ 

“On that night I can remember this 
fella selling peanuts and he had been 
walking around the ground during the 
game. He had this great, big bag of 
peanuts and he dropped them all. 
They went everywhere - we just 
thought it was so funny!” 

Harlow’s FA Cup adventure ended in 
the next round when they narrowly 


lost 4-3 to Second Division high¬ 
fliers Watford. 

“I remember going to watch the 
Watford away game in the fourth 
round and it seemed to me, as an 11- 
year-old, that all of Harlow had got 
on those coaches,” said Andy. 

“There was another fantastic 
atmosphere at Vicarage Road and 
Harlow were unlucky to get beaten in 
the end. It was quite an adventure for 
such a small club.”

A good old knees-up at the social club 


C AN you remember 
dancing the can-can at 
one of the regular social 
evenings held at Key Glass 
back in the 1950s and 
1960s? 

This photo brought in by 
the company’s former 
social secretary Bert 
Morton (80), of Harefield, 
shows his wife Heather 
(pictured on the right) 
letting her hair down with 
a work colleague as a live 
band plays on. 

Bert, who moved to 
Harlow from Woolwich in 
the late 1950s, played an 
instrumental role in 
setting up the social club. 
“I got a job at Key Glass 
soon after moving to 
Harlow and at the time the 
company wasn’t really 
doing much in the way of 
social events for its staff," 
he recalled. 

“I took it upon myself to 
approach the management 


with the suggestion that we 
set up a swimming club 
initially, and soon after 
that took off I asked if we 
could have our own social 
club. 

“They agreed and we soon 
had our own purpose-built 
centre put up in Maypole 
Corner. It was fantastic - 
we had a bar and proper 
dance floor put in and 
used to run regular dances 
and other activities there.” 
Sadly the club has long 
since been demolished, but 
Bert said his memories of 
the place would always 
remain. 

“We had some great nights 
there and I’ll never forget 
them,” he added. “Most 
companies in Harlow 
today don’t have anything 
like our club and as a 
result there’s not that 
same spirit among the 
workforce anymore. It’s 
such a shame.” 
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Teen punches robber armed with craft knife 


A TEENAGE girl who was threat¬ 
ened with a knife by a robber in 
Harlow fought back by punching 
him in the side of the head. 

The robber threatened the 13- 
year-old victim with a craft knife 
and ordered her to hand over her 
mobile telephone and cash. 

But when he tried to search 
through her pockets for more items, 
the girl went on the attack and 
punched him. 

The incident was witnessed by a 
member of the public who went to 
help the girl. As he did so the thief 
fled. 


The robbery happened on a cycle 
track near an outdoor basketball 
court at a recreation ground off 
Nicholls Field between 7-8pm last 
Thursday. 

According to police, the girl was 
walking alone along the cycle track 
when she was approached by the 
robber who was riding a mountain 
bike.

“With the member of the public 
approaching to help, it was enough 
to make the man ride away quickly.” 

Although the robber kept most of 
his face covered, the girl described 
him as being tanned and he had a 
straight set of teeth. He was wearing 
dark-coloured trousers, a zip-up 
hooded jacket and a hat. 

The cycle he was riding was a 
black, full size mountain bike.

Stabbing accused changes plea to guilty 


A LANDSCAPE gardener accused 
of stabbing a young woman as she 
pushed her daughter’s buggy along a 
Harlow street has changed his plea to 
guilty 10 days before he was due to 
stand trial.

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Our neighbourhood 
teams are working 
in the community to 
resolve local issues 

H ELLO to all our Star readers. My name is 
Rob Cox and I am one of the sergeants 
from the Harlow Police Neighbourhood Team. 
This is the first of what we hope will be a 
regular column intended to keep you up to 
date with our activities. I will review some 
recent work and look forward to our plans for 
the month ahead. 

As this is the first of these articles, I would 
like to give you a little background and 
information as to where we are focusing our 
work. 

We are fortunate in having a lot of experience 
across the team. The three sergeants - Tony 
Smith, Steve Wright and myself - have almost 
80 years of policing experience between us in 
a variety of roles. I have previously been a 
training officer and a dog handler as well as 
undertaking 999 response and carrying out 
neighbourhood policing at constable and 
sergeant ranks for many years. 

Many of you will know your Police Community 
Support Officers (PCSOs) and we will continue 
to keep them working for you on their home 
beats. We now have six dedicated 
neighbourhood constables who will work with 
the PCSOs in co-ordinating action to counter 
local issues and, in paricular, anti-social 
behaviour. 

The PCSOs and neighbourhood constables are 
split into three teams, allowing us to cover 
every day and evening, with a sergeant 
supervising each team. 

We have strong links with Harlow Council's 
community safety team and their rangers and 
often work together to solve issues, for 
example on the Brocklesmead estate where a 
number of old store areas and rat runs are 
now being locked and made safe. 

O ver recent months we have carried out 
several drug raids at addresses across the 
town. Usually these are initiated by 
information coming directly from our 
community. 

I encourage you to let us know of problems in 
your area. This can be done in a number of 
ways, including visiting the Essex Police 
website - www.essex.police.uk - where you 
can navigate to the Harlow section and find 
information on how to contact us. There is 
also information on crime in your area on the 
website. 

Please use 999 for emergencies and 101 for 
non-emergency calls. And don't forget the 
free Crimestoppers telephone number 0800 
555111 if you wish to give information totally 
anonymously. 

As a service, the neighbourhood team will 
endeavour to increase its availability and 
visibility to you. We are realistic that not 
every single problem can be solved by the 
police and at times the nature of our work 
means we have to back up our colleagues 
dealing with 999 calls. However, our intention 
is to focus on being available for community 
issues as much as possible. 

I am sure you are all aware of the house fire 
tragedy in Barn Mead late last year. The 
response from the community of Harlow was 
both magnificent and humbling and brought 
together people of many different 
backgrounds and faiths. 

The contacts we made during and following 
that harrowing incident will be invaluable as 
we move into 2013. We are looking at reaching 
out to even more individuals and groups and 
we have our staff working on these at 
present. I will let you know how we have 
progressed next month.

Jazz duo reunite 
for show of Note 


JAZZ fans are in for a real treat 
next week as St John’s ARC 
opens its new season with a 
stomping all-star session 
featuring internationally- 
acclaimed clarinettist Pete 
Allen.

Thursday’s gig will see the world- 
famous reed man reunited with 
virtuosic young Chicago-style 
cornetist Allen Beechey in a show 
dedicated to the towering talents of 
jazz giants Wild Bill Davison and 
Sidney Bechet. 

The pair will be hoping to recapture 
the fiery, freewheeling spirit of the 
duo’s legendary Blue Note 78s. 

They will be joined by Harlow 
drumming ace John Petters, who 
once backed cornet king Wild Bill 
himself at a sold-out concert staged 
at Harlow Playhouse back in 1989. 
John told the Star: “Pete and Allen 
first duelled together at the Louis 
Armstrong Festival at Mundesley 
last April. 

“From the opening bars of 
Tiger Rag at the beginning of 
the set, a fantastic rapport 

I was established between 
the jazz veteran and the 
young challenger - as 
happened in New York in 
the mid 1940s when Wild 
Bill Davison was placed 
alongside that towering 
force of the soprano 
saxophone Sidney Bechet. 
“The small independent 
Blue Note label in New 
York City threw the two 
together under the leadership 


of pianist Art Hodes - who also 
played in Harlow in 1989 - and the 
resulting 78s were some of the 
hottest records ever waxed in the 
history of jazz.” 

John added: “Hopefully, Thursday’s 
concert will recapture the stomping, 
freewheeling and joyous spirit of 
those records.” 

Pete Allen - an honorary citizen of 
New Orleans - is one of Europe’s 
busiest musicians and bandleaders. 
From an early professional start in 
1976, he has become a popular and 
well-regarded figure in the jazz 
world. 

Allen Beechey, now in his thirties, 
grew up with the sounds of 
Dixieland jazz ringing in his ears, 
with Wild Bill Davison swiftly 
becoming a personal favourite. 

He set about assembling a band to 
play Davison-style and his Bright 
Stars Of Jazz went on to cut records 
for the New Orleans-based label 
Jazzology and delight club and 
festival audiences all over the UK. 
As well as John on drums, the line¬ 
up will be completed by Martin 
Litton, one of the UK’s premier 
traditional jazz pianists, and 
Harlow’s own ace of bass, Keith 
Donald.

Oscar-chasing drama of 
presidential 
proportions

OSCAR-nominated Steven 
Spielberg tears a page from history 
to immortalise the efforts of the 
16th president of the United States 
to abolish slavery during a 
turbulent period of deep division 
within the House of 
Representatives. 

At a time when multi-culturalism is 
trotted out ad nauseum by politicians 
as modern society’s badge of honour, 
Lincoln is a stark reminder of the sins 
of the past and how far we still have 
to go to create a world of true equality. 
Tony Kushner’s eloquent script 
condenses the final months of the 
president’s life into an elegiac portrait 
of a husband and father whose 
courage in the eye of a political storm 
tested his resolve and his marriage. 

A powerful prologue on blood-stained 
battlefields segues neatly to January 
1865. Two months have passed since 
the re-election of Lincoln (Daniel Day- 
Lewis), the American Civil War rages 
on for a fourth year and the 
president’s thoughts turn to the highly 
contentious slavery bill. 

Secretary of State William H Seward 
(David Strathairn) counsels against the 
motion, given the current make-up of 
the House of Representatives. 

However, Lincoln is adamant that the 
Bill must be passed before the end of 
the war and he enlists William N Bilbo 
(James Spader) and Colonel Robert 


Latham (John Hawkes) to procure 
votes. 

Inside the House, fervent abolitionist 
Thaddeus Stevens (Tommy Lee Jones) 
continues to rile the Democrat 
opposition led by Fernando Wood 
(Lee Pace). Meanwhile, Lincoln 
contends with the mood swings of his 
emotionally fragile wife (Sally Field). 
The ebb and flow of dialogue in 
Lincoln is exquisite, and potentially 
dense and baffling philosophies are 
distilled into digestible exposition so 
it’s easy to follow the cut and thrust of 
arguments on both sides of the 
political divide. 

The terrific ensemble cast is led 
magnificently by Day-Lewis. So often 
berated for grand-standing and 
chewing scenery, here the statuesque 
London-born actor is the model of 
restraint, internalising his statesman’s 
maelstrom of emotions. 

Lincoln is also a magnificent technical 
achievement, distinguished by Janusz 
Kaminski's colour-bleached 
cinematography and John Williams’ 
haunting score. 

Every shot is beautifully framed, 
capturing every facet of Rick Carter’s 
production design and Joanna 
Johnston’s costumes, which evoke the 
era so vividly. 

Admittedly, the running time is slightly 
long, testing concentration and 
physical resolve. Yet, as the film ends 
with the president heading to an ill- 
fated performance of Our American 
Cousin, Spielberg’s film is worthy of a 
rousing vote of confidence.

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Remodelled roadster 
delivers more thrills 


S O much is going on at Aston 
Martin it’s hard to keep up. The 
superlative-busting One 77, the 
all-new Vanquish and the latest DB9 
are all reasons to get excited about 
this very British brand. 

But even further down the range 
there is good news. For the latest 
model year, the Vantage range has 
benefited from a series of 
enhancements and detail 
improvements to build on its existing 
talents and deliver even more of the 
thrills of the original car. 

The first thing you notice, however, 
is that the Vantage Roadster is not 
short on presence. Roof up or down 
the curves of its bodywork are both 
graceful and aggressive, with flowing 
curves leading into sharp creases 
resulting in a body that appears to 
have been poured over its wheels. 
Under the bonnet lies the thrilling 
4.7-litre V8 naturally aspirated 
engine. With 420bhp on offer there is 
certainly no shortage of performance, 
delivered to the rear wheels either by 
a six-speed manual or seven-speed 
Sportshift II automatic that combines 
both smooth shifting in traffic with 
paddle-activated rapid shifts on 
demand. 

Arguably of even greater benefit are 
the chassis alterations, comprising of 
a heavily revised steering which has a 
new power assistance set-up and a 
quicker steering rack, dropping the 
ratio to 15:1 for sharper response. 


The high specification tyres have 
been increased in width by 10mm to 
give even greater grip, while the 
brakes have been upgraded 380mm 
discs with six-piston callipers for 
unshakable braking performance. 
Unlock the Vantage and you push 
then pull the flush door handles and 
swing open the swan-wing doors, 
opening outwards and upwards at the 
same time to give a large aperture 
whilst taking up less space in a car 
park. 

You are greeted by a cabin that 
instantly smells of rich leather and 
welcomes you in. 

To start the Vantage - like all Astons 
- you slot the key (or Emotional 
Control Unit as Aston dubs it) into 
the top of the dashboard. Do so and 
there is an instant burst of noise as 
the V8 snarls, letting you know right 
from the start that it means business. 
Push the firm clutch down and first 


gear engages with a meaty positivity 
as you roll forward. 

The V8 up front is always busy, 
always vocal and is a constant 
encouragement to explore fully the 
performance on offer. But the 
Vantage is far from hyperactive: a 
commute to work would be no bother 
whatsoever. 

The seats are highly adjustable and 
very supportive, noise levels sit 
comfortably between limousine and 
hardcore sports car and the ride 
comfort is good despite the firmness 
of the overall set up. 

With the roof down the experience is 
equally impressive. For the full wind- 
in-hair experience you can have all 
the windows down but even then 
buffeting at high speed is well within 
an acceptable range. Yet with the 
windows up and the impressive wind 
deflector in place there is hardly a 
breeze at all and only the slightest 


increase in noise. 

Slip it out of its cruising gait, drop 
down into second gear then squeeze 
the throttle wide open and the full 
transformation takes place. The 
engine reaffirms its presence with a 
delicious warbling bark, the whole 
car lunging forward instantly. 

As the revs build the sound rises in 
tempo and volume to culminate in a 
terrific howl as you approach the red 
line and slot the next gear. 0-60mph 
takes a very brief 4.7 seconds and the 
top speed of 180mph is never in a 
moment’'s doubt. 

This is a genuine performance car, 
despatching any section of open road 
in a matter of moments and it is a 
complete delight to fully exercise the 
performance. Yet you can haul it 
down from those speeds effortlessly, 
the strong brakes delivering effortless 
performance time and again. 

The chassis completes the 


performance car portfolio, too. The 
upgraded steering impresses right 
from the start with improved 
weighting and snappier reactions that 
pay dividends even in town. 

But on the open road you feel 
everything that is going on and you 
are constantly keyed-in to the car’s 
grip levels, of which there are plenty. 
You have to work hard to get near to 
the Aston’s limits, the near-perfect 
weight distribution helping 
enormously and the result is a car 
that wants to play along with you. 

The two-stage ESP system is always 
there to helpn too, should your 
enthusiasm get the better of you. 

One thing the Vantage Roadster is not 
short of is rivals. Everyone wants to 
join in the sports car game, but when 
you pull up on your driveway, lock 
and walk away, there aren’t many that 
demand you stop, turn around and 
take one last look before you go.

Kirb your 
enthusiasm 

Former player-boss relishing visit to 
Barrows Farm with play-off chasers 



EXPERIENCED central 

defender and former Harlow 
Town player-manager Ryan 
Kirby is relishing the prospect of 
his first trip back to Barrows 
Farm this Saturday having quit 
the Hawks last summer. 

The 38-year-old, pictured top right , has 
been a key part of the play-off chasing 
Grays Athletic team as the side - which 
contains four ex-Hawks players - look for 
more points in Ryman League division 
one north. They are currently second. 

Kirby, a former professional footballer 
at Doncaster Rovers and Aldershot, is 
much respected after his three spells at 
Harlow. 

He won the club’s Player of the Year 
awards in the 2002-03 and 2003-04 sea¬ 
sons and during his second spell steered

the club as player-manager to promotion 
into the Ryman premier division at the 
end of the 2006-07 season. 

Kirby then led Harlow to the first round 
of the FA Cup in the 2008-09 season 
before they were beaten 2-0 at home by 
League Two club Macclesfield Town in 
front of a crowd of more than 2,200. 

However, poor league form resulted in 
him being sacked by then chairman 
Simon Morgan. 

In his third spell at Harlow last season, 
Kirby won the Players’ Player of the Year 
prize. 

His pace may have slowed but he com¬ 
pensated for it with his marvellous read¬ 
ing of the game and his fitness. 

Kirby told the Star: “It’s a great place to 
come back to and a good pitch to play on. 


The stadium is fantastic. 

“I always enjoy going back there and I 
always remember the support I got from 
the likes of Paul West-Hook [then physio] 
and Bill Songhurst [then assistant manag¬ 
er] when I was a rookie manager in that 
promotion season.” 

He added: “I have played against old 
clubs before and will do what I have to do. 
At the end of the game I will be speaking 
to people. 

“I expect it to be a hard game. Harlow 
have come close in games.” 

Grays’ line-up could include former 
Hawks midfielder Leon Lalite, plus 
winger Luke Marshall and striker Jeff 
Hammond - snapped up in November 
after a four-goal salvo for Harlow against 
Redbridge. 

Kirby said: “Leon is a quality player 
and Luke can cause a defence problems 


with his pace and trickery.” 

In October, Grays beat Harlow Town 4- 
1 in the corresponding league fixture, 
although the latter were not helped by 
having midfielder Hector Mackie sent off 
when it was 1 -1. 

Hawks boss Danny Chapman said: 
“Grays are a good side and they do pass 
the ball well. They beat Sudbury 6-0 last 
week. 

“We did not deserve to get beat 4-1 at 
their ground and the sending-off changed 
the game.” 

Hawks defender Donny Barnard (calf 
injury) is doubtful, as is forward Piers 
Wixon (hamstring). 

Chapman expects new forward Jeffrey 
Campbell to be de-registered from Ware 
in time for the Grays clash, while strikers 
Chuck Duru and Joel Barnett are in con¬ 
tention for debuts. 


No ban 
for Hawks 
manager 

HAWKS boss Danny 
Chapman is relieved after he 
escaped a possible three-game 
touchline ban. 

Chapman was dismissed 
from the dug-out by referee 
Nigel Smith in the closing 
stages of his team’s 2-1 defeat 
at Soham Town Rangers 19 
days ago. 

The Harlow Town boss was 
then told by the ref that he had 
been sent off for using foul 
and abusive language. 

This could have resulted in 
a three-match ban. 

Alternatively, a charge of 
improper conduct could have 
left Chapman with a one- 
match ban but Smith has not 
cited the Harlow manager. 

Chapman did not dispute 
that he had argued with the 
official but strenuously denied 
that he had sworn at him. 

The altercation had 
occurred after a challenge on 
Hawks substitute Ben Hart 
had gone unpunished. 

Chapman said: “The referee 
has not put in any allegation of 
swearing in his report. There 
will be no fine and no ban for 
me. 

“I would like to think the 
referee has thought about it 
and made the right decision.” 

He added: “I do not want to 
be suspended from the touch- 
line. That would not be the 
best thing for us. It’s good 
news.”

England take 

GOAL shooter Joanne Harten, 
from Harlow, is hoping she can 
help her England netball team

This was after the former St 
Mark’s School pupil was player-of- 
the-match when she helped her 
England team-mates beat Australia 
58-53 at Bath on Sunday.

them in the first quarter. 

“We then held them well and it was 
a really good team performance.” 

It has given the talented player a 
boost ahead of her return to New 
Zealand for pre-season training 
ahead of the second year in her 
semi-professional contract with 
Canterbury Tactix, based in 
Christchurch. 

“The game over there is probably 
five times bigger in terms of media, 
crowds and professionalism,” she 
said. 

England won despite a late fight 
back from Australia. 

England, ranked number three in 
the world, had only beaten the 
Diamonds twice in their 59 
previous meetings, prior to last 
Sunday. 

The two sides had met in a quad- 
series in Australia in October in 
which England were heavily 
beaten, but the hosts were handed 
a confidence boost before the latest 


game when their opponents’ 
captain Natalie von Bertouch was 
ruled out through injury. 

Watched by a sell-out crowd, 
England’s strong starting line-up 
took full advantage, winning the 
first quarter 17-12. 

Harten dominated the circle for 
England, while Ama Agbeze 
produced a strong performance at 
goal defence to limit the game of 
Aussie goal attack Susan Pratley. 
Australia pegged England back to 
22-22 in the second quarter but the 
hosts’ 11-goal glut in the run-up to 
half-time - with Pamela Cookey at 
goal attack supporting Harten - 
gave them a strong lead (33-22) at 
the halfway mark. 

There was a significant dip from 
England in the third quarter, not 
helped by an injury to Agbeze 
which saw her substituted. 

Going into the final 15 minutes the 
home side led 43-39, but, even 
though the Aussies applied 
sustained pressure, England kept 
their composure to notch a record 
goal haul against the Diamonds. 
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
